Ottawa, May 23rd— The first ses- 
sion of the 19th Parliament has met in 
an atmosphere of deep concern over 
world affairs, but with that deep con- 
cern is the determination clearly voic- 
ed in the Speech from the Throne, ‘to 
share in the war effort of the allied 
powers to the utmost of our strength”. 
The progress of the war in Europe is 
practically the sole topic of discussion 
at Ottawa and it is clearly from the 
speech from the Throne and from the 
general attitude of parliamentarians 
that issues not connected with the 
war will be put in a subordinate _posi- 
tion in parliamentary debate. On the 
opening day, the Prime Minister asked 
for the cooperation of all parties in 


the great task lying ahead. ‘“Govern- 
ment responsibility does not mean 
monopoly of government” said Mr 


King. “Everyone can make a contribu- 
tion and will be expected to do so 
fearlessly and to the best of his 
ability.” The new leader of the Oppo- 
sition, Mr R. B. Hanson, promised 
whole-hearted support. “I consider it 
my duty as leader of the Opposition to 
render to the cause of liberty and free- 
dom the very best that is in me.” This 
indicates the general line of debate in 
Parliament for this session. There is 
sure to be little or no party bickering. 
Where criticism will arise it will be 
‘from difference of opinion on _ the 
efficacy of the government's war 
measures, 

The Opposition leader has already 
given notice that he and the other 
members of the Opposition will expect 
a great deal of information about what 
Canada has been doing to make this 
country’s war contribution effective. 
In the Speech from the Throne, Parl- 
jament was promised that “You will be 
fully informed of anada’s action both 
in the military and economic fields.” 

The Speech from the Throne, except 
in a single case, mentioned in specific 
measures to be introduced by the gov- 
ernment during the session, “You will 
be asked,” the Speech said ‘to consid- 
er measures deemed essential for the 
prosecution of the war, and for the 
social and economic requirements of 
the country.” Although Parliament 
would be mainly concerned with the 
war and the “measures essential to 
the achievement of ultimate victory,” 
there would be some planning for the 
days that would follow the cessation 
of hostilities. The constitution would 
be amended to permit the government 
to introduce a measure of unemploy- 
ment insurance “as a contribution to 
industrial stability in time of war and 
to social security and justice in time 
of peace.” While this was the single 
measure of legisation specifically 
noted in the Speech from the Throne, 
the heavy task which has to be borne 
by this parliament was shown clearly 
in the words— “As you assume in 
these dark and difficult days the grave 
responsibility with which you have 
been entrusted by the Canadian people 
may your resolution be sustained by 
the knowledge that it is the liberties of 
all free peoples that you are helping 
to preserve.” 

Parliament has settled down very 
rapidly to business. Just as there was 
little of the customary color and dis- 
play at the opening of the session, 
there has been expedition in the tone 
of parliament from its first hour. 
There is no time for non-essentials at 
a time when the very foundations of 
the world seem fluid, when the armies 
of the allies are at death grips with 
when the frontiers of still more of the 
Germany in France and _ Belgium, 
small neutrals are hourly threatened 
and when even the massive current ol 
public opinion in the United States is 
wheeling into new and more realistic 
channels, There ig a general teeling of 
confidence here that parliament is 
going to put its shoulder to the wheel 
and muster its full energy behind it. 

A Scottish born lawyer from Mar- 
quette, Manitoba, Mr J. A. Glen, is the 
new speaker of the House of Commons 
following Hon, Pierre Casgrain, now a 
member of the Cabinet. ‘here are a 
great many new faces on the floor of 


the House, and many well known 
faces are missing. Among the latter 
are of course, Dr Manion, former 


leader of the Conservative Party, who 
has now retired trom the arena, Miss 
MacPhail, Mr Cahan, Mr White anda 
many others, Many of these will be 
sincerely missed but their defeat in 
the last election is due to the unstable 
fortunes of political life. Others have 
taken their place, and will be making 
themselves heard in the forum of 
Parliament at this grave hour. There 
is only one woman memberin_ the 
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Commons in this Parliament. 
Mrs Nielsen from Saskatchewan, 
received a cordial welcome from fellow 
members, 

On the order paper is a resolution 
placed there by Mr Woodsworth, CCF 
leader, asking for a_ parliamentary 
committee to review the Defence of 
Canada Regulations which he consider 
too severe. Placed before Parliament 
too is the impressive report of the 
Royal Commission of Dominion-Pro 
vincial Relations. This Commission, 
formerly known to many as the Rowell 
Commission, was at work for more 
than two and a half years. ‘It carried 
out a monumental task, and it its 
findings are eovershadowed at tiiis 
time by the urgency of the dangers 
facing the country, they represent one 
of the most serious’ efforts ever 
attempted to find solutions for 
ada’s financial, economic and social 
problems, Among the more important 
of the recommendations alvanced by 
the Cummission is the assumption by 
the Federal Government of Provincial 
debts, with the abandonment by the 
provinces of income, corporation and 
inheritance taxes. The recommenda- 
tions however cover much too wide i 
field to be reviewed in the small space 
at our dispesal. A point which will be 
carefully studied by both Dominion 
and Provincial governments is what 
suggestions made by the Commission 
such as for example those relating to 
simplification and unification of taxa- 
tion may promise genuine heip to the 
country in its war effort. ‘The finan- 
cing of the costs of war is of course of 
the most vital of the duties of the 
government and Parliament, and the 
recommendations of the Commission 
will be before members as they study 
and discuss the war budget and the 
estimates,

Comments On The April

one shipped 21 million bushels during 
April, as compared with only 5 million 
bushels for the month of April a year 
ago; and total world shipments being 
transported over the Seas from all ex: 
porting countries were 49 million bush- 
els for April as compared with 45 mil 
lion during the month of April «a year 
aga. 

These large shipments teach an ob- 
vjous lesson which is that the Britis. 
Navy controls the wide Seas, and al- 
one makes these exports possible dur- 
ing this time of war,

This wider road affords better drain- 
age, largely prevents snow drifts, and 
tends towards fewer car accidents.

SUMMER. FALLOW 
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Lethbridge Experimental Station 

Summer-fallowing time is here again 
and inquiries are being received at 
the Lethbridge Experimental Station 
regarding the advisability of leaving 
stubble and other trash on the sur- 
face by ploughless tillage. The value 
of trash covers for protecting fallows 
from drifting has been emphasized 
repeatedly by the Station for over 10 
years. The walue of trash covers for 
wind-prooting the soil has been demon- 
strated on many thousands of acres. 
field that 
covered 


This year, almost every 
will be summer-fallowed 
with a heavy stubble so there shoujd 
be little difficulty in leaving  suffic- 
ient trash on the surface. Oneway 
discs have proved to be quite satfs- 
factory for summer-fallowing where 
real heavy stubble is present except 
on a few fields where the growth ot 
stubble and Russian thistle is too 
great for the oneway to get through. 
On such fields, oneways with large 
pans are best but even with the smal- 
ler pans, it may be possible to dise 
the fields sufficiently to kill the weeds, 
if the work is done when the soil is 
not too wet. The Noble blade and the 
large duckfoot cultivator made from 
engine gang ploughs are handling ex- 
tremely heavy stands of stubble and 
dead thistles, 

One danger this year is that farmers 
will be tempted to burn off this heavy 
covering to simplify their summer 
fallowing. If this is done, Is 
grave danger of severe drifting of such 
fields before next spring. In the past, 
who have been unwise enough

to burn the stubble on land they in- 
tend to, summerfallow, have found it 
necessfry,to plough such fields as 


ploughless fallowing is not safe where 
there is no trash, The practice that has 
proved most satisfactory where bare 
fields are being fallowed is to culti- 
vate with a duckfoot cultivator blade 
or the oneway to keep the weed 
growth down until about the 20th of 
July, then the field is ploughed at 
least 6 inches deep and left without 
further cultivation until the following 
spring. 

It should be emphasized, however, 
that it is possible to ploughless till 
fields that have a heavy stubble. Many 
doing it and almost every 
one can, This stubble is a splendid 
protection against drifting and = it 
should not be destroyed. 

It has been stated that the discovery 
of the trash cover and strip farming 
to wind-proof the summer-fallow is the 
most outstanding advancement made 
in the present century far 
prairie farming is concerned.
